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THE  HOUSE  OF  THE  AMERICAS 

This  is  the  Pan  American  Union  building  In  Washington,  D.  C.  The  House 
of  the  Americas  as  it  is  also  called,  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  buildings  in  the 
Nation's  Capital.  Constructed  of  white  marble  from  Georgia,  It  was  erected  In 
the  years  1908-1910  and  was  dedicated  by  President  Taft.  It  wos  built  with  con- 
tributions from  the  21  American  republics  and  a very  generous  contribution  of  the 
great  American  philanthropist,  Andrew  Carnegie.  Two  large  pylons,  representing 
North  and  South  America,  are  located  on  either  side  of  the  main  entrance.

The  Pan  American  Union  has  established  a 
VISITORS’  SERVICE,  intended  primcrily  for  the 
thousands  of  people  who  yecriy  visit  its  beau- 
tiful building.  This  Service,  through  a group  of 
specially  trained  guides,  offers  the  visitors  a 
tour  of  the  building  with  information  pertaining 
to  its  history,  and  brief,  detailed  information 
on  the  Organization  of  American  States,  the 
oldest  international  organization  in  the  world. 

Entering  on  the  main  floor,  visitors  face  a 
Tropical  Patio  with  a pink  mca-ble  fountain  in 
the  center.  The  Patio  is  filled  with  plants  and 
trees  from  Latin  America,  such  as  the  coffee 
tree,  yerba  mate  and  rubber  trees,  a banana 
plant,  and  different  types  of  palms.  A pair  of 
colorful  macaws  from  Guatemala,  also  adorn 
the  patio,  and  its  sliding  roof  which  is  opened 
in  wcrm  weather,  gives  the  appearance  of  out- 
door within  indoors. 

A Chamber  for  the  meetings  of  the  Council  of 
the  OAS,  ultra  modern  in  design  was  dedicated 
on  March  1960.  The  walls  ore  covered  with 
walnut  and  the  room  contains  the  latest  elec- 
tronic equipment  for  simultaneous  interpreta- 
tion of  the  four  official  languages  of  the  Or- 
ganization—Spanish,  English,  French,  and 
Portuguese.  Two  permanent  art  galleries  dis- 
play the  works  of  art  of  young  painters  and 
sculptors  of  Latin  America. 

On  the  second  floor,  visitors  may  see  the 
Hall  of  Heroes,  which  fecfures  marble  busts  of 
the  heroes  of  the  21  American  Republics,  do- 
nated by  their  respective  governments  for  this 
Hall.  These  well-known  figures  of  American 
history  are  displayed  under  the  flags  of  all  the 
countries. 

The  magnificent  Hall  of  the  Americas  in  ban- 
quet dress.  The  Hall  is  considered  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  rooms  of  this  type  in  Washing- 
ton. It  is  the  site  of  many  concerts  of  Latin 
American  and  U.  S.  artists,  special  receptions, 
meetings  and  banquets  as  it  shows  in  the  pic- 
ture. The  Hall  is  100  feet  long,  65  feet  wide 
and  45  feet  wide.  Note  the  stately  white 
columns  with  Corinthian  capitals,  24  of  which 
support  the  lofty  vaulted  ceiling,  and  the  or- 
namental details  on  the  walls  and  ceiling. 
Through  the  columns  you  can  see  some  of  the 
five  arched  windows  which  correspond  to  the 
five  entrances  from  the  Hall  of  Heroes.  The 
glittering  chordeliers  are  of  rock  crystal. 

The  former  Council  Room,  where  many  inter- 
American  decisions  affecting  the  Western 


Hemisphere  were  reached,  is  also  of  interest.  Its  huge 
conference  table  and  the  21  chairs  of  solid  mahogany  with 
the  coat-of-arms  of  each  member  country  on  the  back,  and 
the  brass  panels  depicting  the  history  of  the  Americas,  add 
to  the  attractions  of  this  room. 

The  magnificent  Aztec  Gardens,  back  of  the  main  Pan 
American  Union  building,  are  of  great  attraction  to  the 
visitors.  The  picture  at  the  right  shows  a view  from  the 
terrace  of  the  building,  with  a view  of  the  pool  and  the 
house  that  serves  as  the  private  residence  for  the  Secre- 
tary General  of  the  OAS. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Pan  American  Union  that  clubs,  and 
other  organizations  listed  in  this  directory,  plan  a visit  to 
Washington,  the  Nation’s  Capiatl,  and  visit  the  Pan  Ame- 
rican Union  as  part  of  their  year’s  project,  to  see  and 
lecrn,  first  herd,  about  the  work  of  the  Organization  of 
American  States.

WHAT  IS  PAN  AMERICAN  DAY? 


Pan  American  Day  is  celebrated  annually  as  a commemorative  symbol 
of  the  sovereignty  of  the  American  nations  and  the  voluntary  \mion  of  all 
of  them  in  a system  luiovn  today  as  the  Organization  of  American  States,  to 
mark  the  anniversary  of  the  day  in  I890,  when  this  union  was  established. 


PAN  AMEIRICAN  DAY  originated  in  a resolution  adopted  by  the  Govern- 
ing Board(*)  of  the  Pan  American  Union  on  May  7#  1950^ 
reading  as  follows; 
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■¥■  anniversary  of  the 
ORGANIZATION  OF  AMERICAN  STATES 


WHEREAS,  It  would  be  desirable  to  recommend  the  desig- 
nation of  a date  which  should  be  observed  as  "Pan  American 
Day"  in  aim  bhe  Republics  of  America,  and  which  should  be 
established  as  a commemorative  symbol  of  the  sovereignty  of 
the  American  nations  and  the  voluntary  iinlon  of  all  in  one 
continental  community; 

WHEREAS,  April  l4--is  the  date  on  which  the  resolution 
creating  the  Pan  American  Union  was  adopted, 

The  Governing  Board  of  the  Pan  American  Union 

RESOLVES: 

To  recommend  that  the  Governments,  members  of  the  Pan 
American  Union,  designate  April  l4th  as  "Pan  American  Day" 
and  that  the  national  flags  be  displayed  on  that  date. 


From  that  time  on.  Chiefs  of  State  issue  official  proclamations  calling  on 
all  citizens  of  their  countries  to  observe  this  date,  and  in  the  United  States, 
Governors,  Mayors  of  most  of  the  cities  as  well,  join  in  these  celebrations, 
making  this  a wide-hemispherical  commemoration  of  the  foimding  of  the  Inter-Amer- 
ican System. 

The  day  to  day  work  of  the  Organization  of  American  States  has  two  main  ob- 
jectives: (1)  to  safeguard  the  peace  and  freedom  of  the  Western  Hemisphere, 
and  (2)  to  achieve  decent  living  conditions  for  the  peoples  of  the  Americas. 

Since  I89O,  the  Organization  of  American  States  has  created  a smooth- run- 
ning machinery  for  defending  the  Americas  against  agression  from  any  source  and 
for  settling  inter- American  disputes  by  peaceful  means;  this  machinery  for  peace 
has  been  built  up  over  the  years,  in  a number  of  treaties  and  agreements,  among 
which  the  Inter- American  Treaty  of  Reciprocal  Assistance  is  the  most  important. 
Together  with  the  American  Treaty  of  Pacific  Settlement,  which  requires  the  Amer- 
ican Republics  to  settle  their  differences  by  peaceful  means,  it  is  America's 
best  guarantee  of  peace  at  home  and  defense  against  attack  from  any  source,

Similar  proclamation  are  issued  by  the 
Governors  of  the  50  states  and  mayor  of  many  cities  throughout  the 
country. 

These  proclamations  are  sent  to  the  Pan  American  Union  and  are 
placed  in  special  display  cases  in  the  main  lobby  of  the  Pan  American 
Union  building  during  the  month  of  April,  as  part  of  the  celebration  of 
this  yearly  event.

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 


Private,  voluntary  associations  organized  for  inter-Anerican 
friendship,  goodwill  and  cooperation  exist  with  a wide  variety  of 
organizational  patterns  and  program  of  activities.  Among  them  are 
adiilt  study  groups,  business  and  trade  associations,  professional 
societies,  academic  societies.  Institutes  for  higher  studies,  travel 
clubs,  language  clubs,  civic  groups,  men's  clubs,  women's  clubs,  fra- 
ternal organizations  and  student  clubs. 

Whatever  the  particular  type.  Pan  Americem  associations  may  be 
classified  in  two  general  categories:  (l)  those  whose  membership  con- 
sists of  individual  or  locel  groups  in  more  than  one  American  republic; 
and,  (2)  those  whose  members  are  residents  of  one  country. 

The  aims  and  purposes  of  the  different  groups  listed  in  this  di- 
rectory are  in  general  to  promote  friendship  and  understanding  among 
people  of  the  Americas.  Each  association  or  society's  programs  and 
projects  vary  according  to  the  specialized  interests  of  its  membership. 

Inter-American  organizations,  governmental,  semiofficial,  and  non- 
governmental with  headquarters  outside  the  United  States,  appear  in  the 
supplementary  lists.  Partial  lists  of  international  organizations  with 
numbers  or  local  branches  in  the  Latin  American  republics,  and  of  U.  S. 
national  organizations  whose  programs  incorporate  Pan  American  activ- 
ities are  also  found  in  the  supplement. 

Hie  Charter  of  the  Organization  of  American  States,  adopted  by 
the  Ninth  International  Conference  at  Bogotd,  Colombia,  in  19^^  re- 
cognized the  value  of  voluntary  associations  and  organizations  of  citi- 
zens interested  in  promoting  inter-American  relations.  Acting  to  imple- 
ment the  Charter  in  this  respect,  the  OAS  Council  provided  for  arrange- 
ments by  which  relations  of  cooperation  are  established  between  the  Or- 
geuiization  of  American  States  and  nongovernmental  organizations.
